Straus's Crusade for Pure Milk. 


Nathan Strauss, multi-millionaire and philanthropist, who was 


the guest of the Commercial Club yesterday, is an advocate of a 
pare milk supply, especially where the babies are concerned. In 
his address to the members of the dub he stated: 


People pay more attention nowadays to properly feeding 


their hogs than to feeding their babies. More babies die in 
California from infected milk than from any other cause. 
That's why I am fighting. 
Mr. Strauss' first statement may be taken as a figure of 


speech, the second as an essential fact. Infant mortality is largely 
the result of feeding impure milk, especially in the larger cities. 
Without entering into an extended discussion, citing statistics to 
Luvte Oi3crt:cr.c -~d c?.!!!"? vjvwi -medical authorities for proof, 
it may be said that more care should be exercised in producing a 
pure milk for market than is the case now. Protection, as Mr. 
Strauss says, can be provided by preventing the sale of adulte- 
rated, or impure lacteal fluid, thus conserving the baby, human- 


consent to crime.

ter. State, county and city boards of health have been energetic 
in demanding that dairies be kept clean and the tuberculosis ( 
affected cows be not milked. Still the limit of caution has not
